ALBERTA PASSES 
EFFECTING BILL 
’ ON WHEAT BOARD 


Alberta’s wheat board bill was ad- 
vanced through committee and with 


few minor additions, given final read- 
ing in the legislature on Saturday af- 
ternoon. 

The act wll come into force immed- 
jately after being assented to, and, 
uccrding to he government, steps will 
be at once taken to confer with the 
dominiy government and government 
of Saskatchewan, regarding the crea- 
tion of the wheat board, The Domin- 
fon Wheat Board was established on 
July 31, 1919, and even then it was 
not an easy matter to have prepara- 
tions in shape for handling the year's 
crop. This year it is’ expected the 
wheat will be ready for market earlier 
than In 1919. 

The special indemnity bill also pass: | 
ed by the house on Saturday. afte7- 
noon, the government's proposal be- 
ing for an indemnity of $200 per mem- 
per. Robert Pearson, : independent 
member for Calgary, drew attention to 
the fact that the Saskatchewan mem- 
bers drew $250 for their special ses- 
sion and, upon his motion, the Alber: 
ta allowance per member was in- 
creased to $250 by a majority vote of 
the house,

FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT 


(Issued by the’ Publicity, Commissiner, 
) f Govt: Buildings, Edmonton) | f 
“Wdmonton, July 29.—The crop situ: 
ation in’ Alberta has reached a condi- 
tion where it is possible to make a 
fairly definite statement respecting 
the probable harvest. 

Taking the province as a whole, the 
crop is uneven, On new breaking and 
on well worked summerfallow, yields 
of from 30 to 40 bushels of wheat are 
expected, in almost every part. On 
stubble plowing, both fali and spring, 
the yields over three-quarters of the 
province will be light. The oat crop 
ig a very short stand, and the yields 
will not be as large as for several 
years past. A very considerabie por- 
tion of the oat crop will be cut by 
mowers for hay. In, some districts 
this work has already commenced. 
The area from Calgary south ex- 


\ 


tending to the boundary will have the, 


heaviest crop since 1915, although on 
small portions of this area, particular: 
ly on ‘the lighter soils, there will be 
some small crops. Some fields of 
wheat in this area give promise of 40 
bushel yields and 30 bushels per acre 
will not be uncommon, The whole 
south western part of the province 
hag been favored with good rains, In 
addition to this a reserve of moisture 
was held ovér from last season, the fall 
rains being ‘quite plentiful. 
eastern part of the province has not 
been so favored. Fairly good rains 
have fallen but the crop is somewhat 
spotted. 

In the whole of the south, a heavy 
yleld of rye is anticipated and cutting 
of this crop is now practically com- 
pleted. Most of the farmers have har- 
vested part of the rye crop for hay. 
This will mean that the farmers of 
the south should not have to import 
so much feed for the coming season. 

The whole central and northern 
part of the province has been short of 
rain throughout the season, If rain 
were to come at the present time, it 
it materially improve the later sown 
green‘feed and hay. 

Loss from grasshoppers has been 
very small throughout the infested 
territory owing to the energetic cum- 
paign waged against this pest. Polson- | 
ing will have to continue for some 
little time yet, particularly in. the 
breeding grounds. 

The department has communeced in- 


vestigations respecting hay supply in} 


the northern areas, <A considerable 
amount of hay hag already ben lo-} 
cated. The drying up of sloughs will} 


make it possible to secure hay on land | 


that has not been cut for some years 
past. 

It is somewhat early to make a de-; 
tuiled statement regarding average | 
yeilds for the province. If rains were | 
to come at the present time, during 
the filling period, 
improve the situation.

_ It is not enough to merely drain the 
oil out of the crank case and refill 
with fresh oil, Dust, grit and metal- 
lic particles may lodge in the crevices 
and the congealed oil whieh adheres ‘ 
to the side of the crank case. The for- 
¢ign matter thus retained will serious- 
ly interfere with the lubricating qual- 
ities of the fresh oil. Before refilling 
the crank case it should therefore be 
thoroughly cleaned. 

One of the best ways to clean the 
case is to flush it with a light grade 
of oil. There are many objections to 
the use of coal oil or gasoline for 
flushing. After cleaning with any one 
of these fuel oils it is impossible to 
drain entirely, a small portion of the 
coal oil or gasoline is almost sure to 
remain at the bottom of the crank | 
case. This woll diluté the fresh sup- 
ply of oil and destroy its lubricating 
value, 

Many dealers have prepared them- 
selves to deliver excellent crank case 
Service, Cleaning the crank case is 
at best a dirty job and motorists will 
usually be better satisfied to go to a 
reliable dealer to have the work done. 
Motorists should, however, make sure

A Grasshopper Warning 


The damage to crops in the district 


| infested with grasshoppers is decreas- 


ing and, with the exception of a few 
districts, will be less until the end of 
the season, This does not mean that 
the farmers of the province can safely 
cease thelr watehfulness, but rather 
the contrary is the case. A study of 
the life habits of the pest shows that 
at this time a small amount of work 
will prevent an outbreak next season. 
The grasshoppers have reached the 
winged stage, and mating and egg- 
laying will continue until the autumn 
frosts. At th etime of egg-laying the 
grasshoppers usually gather in large 
numbers and the eggs are deposited 
in small localized areas. At this 
dime the female feed very greddily and 
if there is not abundant feed where 
they have been developing, they will 
nove some distance until a suitable 
place is found, 

The general movement of the pest 
hag been northward, and unless all 
the farmers of the district are prepar- 
ed to control the first signs of an out- 
break it is very probable that this dis- 
trict will be infested next year. They 
are easily poisoned-at this time end 
the danger of an outbreak next, year 
greatly reduced, 

The farmers in the districts east 
and south of Wetaskiwin have been 
engaged in control work throughout 
the season, Mixing stations at We-

The Value of - 
vertising.... 


The action brought by a retail grocer against 
the daily newspaper of a town in the Western 
States, for failure to print his advertisment, alleg- 
ing loss of sales to the extent of $1,000, is indicative 
of the value he places on advrtising as a means of 
stimulating business, 

In his statement of complaint he declares that 
he daes depend very largely on advertising for 
business and on account of the non-appearance 
of his advrtisement his sales were $500 less than 
they would have been had the advertisement ap- 
peared: He asserts that on the Saturday preced- 
ing, and on which day a similar advertisement ap- 
pared, the sales made by the plaintiff amounted to 
$650, and that while on the following Saturday, 
the day on which the advertisement was not run 
in the paper, although furnished and requested to 
be run by the plaintiff, the sales were $350. On 
this day business was generally better, due to La- 
bor Day following on Monday, and on account of 
the failure to insert the advertisement, the plain- 
tiff claims he was damaged in the sum of $1,000. 

The outcome of the suit is not yet known, but
